AN  URGENT  TELEGRAM. 


No  one  knows  so  well  as  our  missionaries 
the  tremendous  importance  of  success  in  the 
campaign  to  pay  the  debt  on  the  Foreign 
Mission  Hoard.  Missionary  J.  W.  Ixiwe, 
realizing  the  vital  necessity,  and  not  bavin 
time  to  send  a  message  by  mail  so  as  to 
leach  the  denominational  papers  which  ar. 
to  be  issued  on  July  12.  has  sent  the  follow 
ing  telegram  to  the  board  for  publication. 
It  will  lie  read  with  deep  interest  by  all  our 
people : 

“Do  you  know  the  real  need  of  the  heath¬ 
en  world  today  and  the  response  of  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  to  meet  that  need?  That  pre 
paredness  there,  receptive  peoples,  and  pre¬ 
paredness  here,  volunteers  ready  to  go,  is  of 
God?  That  opportunities  unparalleled  con¬ 
front  us,  open  hearts,  homes,  villages,  cities 
and  provinces  challenge  us  to  do  our  best 
That  two  millions  a  month  die  in  heathen 
lands,  die  in  their  iniquities  unwarned  ' 
That  ‘their  blood  will  I  require  at  thy 
hand’  fixes  forever  our  responsibility?  That 
there  are  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  mil 
lions  of  |M‘oplc  for  whom  no  mission  hoard 
has  plans  whatsoever?  That  the  leaders  of 
these  people  recognize  the  inadequacy  of 
their  old  faiths  to  meet  the  physical,  intel¬ 
lectual  or  spiritual  need  of  the  people  ' 
That  the  changed  attitude  of  these  people 
towards  Christianity  demands  sympathetic 
and  immediate  response  on  our  part  towards 
them?  That  Jesus  stands  amidst  the  multi 
tndes  waiting  to  he  introduced  to  the  sick 
ns  the  Great  Physician,  to  the  ignorant  as 
the  Great  Teacher,  to  the  sinner  ns  the 
Great  Savior?  That  it  is  now  harvest  time 
in  the  Orient  with  eight  hundred  millions, 
and  the  great  spiritual  awakening  has  come  ' 
That  the  appeals  of  the  missionaries,  the 
native  Christians  and  the  helpless  heathen 
are  written  in  their  own  life  Mood?  That 
there  is  only  one  Christian  to  every  two 
thousand  in  China?  That  there  are  no  sor 
rows  like  the  sorrows  of  a  non-Christian 
land,  the  sorrows  of  flood,  famine,  plagues 
and  war,  and  these  sorrowing  ones  need  to 
know  the  Comforter?  That,  the  greatest 
hindrance  to  our  work  abroad  is  our  indif¬ 
ference  at  home  -indifference  to  the  will  of 
God  for  our  lives,  indifference  to  the  oft- 
repeated  commands  of  Jesus,  indifference 
lo  the  world’s  sorrows  and  needs,  indiffer 
cnee  to  the  stewardship  of  life  and  money, 
indifference  to  the  appeals  of  our  mission¬ 
aries.  the  native  Christians  and  the  heathen  ' 
That  the  sacrificial  offerings  of  many  of  the 
native  Christians  and  money  of  our  people 
at  home  is  prompted  only  by  Him  who  hung 
on  the  cross?  I  am  thinking  of  Miss  Price, 
who  gave  $200  at  Asheville,  the  savings  of 
twenty-two  years,  and  the  missionaries  who 
gave  one  month’s  salary.  Do  you  know  that 
many  pastors  and  churches  have  heartily 
co-operated  in  the  effort  begun  at  Asheville 
to  raise  the  $180,000  indebtedness,  hut  do 
you  know  that  many  churches  have  not  yet 
had  this  appeal  presented?  Pastor,  will  you 
prayerfully  tell  your  people  of  this  move 
ment  Sunday  morning?”

its  foreign  mission  woik  at  its  annual  guth- 
ering.  Is  it  possible  that  more  thanJ.OOO.OOu 
people  cannot  give  hut  about  seventeen  cents 
each  per  year  1'or  foreign  missions T 

The  daily  press  reports  that  our  pitiful 
punitive  ex|>edition  into  Mexico  is  costing 
our  government  about  $2,000,000  per  day. 
.My,  it  simply  ataggers  my  mind!  Supposes 
the  missionaries  had  had  at  our  disposal  for 
all  the  years  we  have  been  trying  to  do  mis 
sion  work  in  Mexico  just  what  it  has  cost 
thus  far  to  try  to  run  one  bandit  down,  do 
you  suppose  there  would  be  any  bloody  rev¬ 
olution  in  Mexico! 

But  let  that  rest  there.  Our  pitifully  small 
force  of  .100  missionaries  (less  than  three 
army  units)  with  their  6< K)  native  helpers 
are  scattered  over  seven  great  countries  of 
the  world  barely  feeling  our  way  against 
overwhelming  odda,  but,  thanks  he  unto  (!od, 
with  an  ever-increasing  gain  I  Less  than 
three  weeks  now  remain  of  the  time  set  by 
the  convention  to  wipe  out  this  menacing 
debt  ol  *lh0,(HK)  which  has  been  gradually 
accumulating  for  years.

CONSOLIDATION  OF  THE  BOARDS 


By  M.  II.  Wolfe. 


’I’he  Foreign  Mission  Board  cordially  in 
vites  the  committee  on  consolidation  of  the 
boards  to  visit  Richmond,  and  make  a  caro¬ 
tid  examination  of  the  work  of  the  board. 
No  doubt  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the 
Sunday  School  Board  would  welcome  such 
an  examination  of  their  work. 

Seeing  that  the  boards  and  some  of  the 
brethren  have  utterly  missed  the  mark,  to¬ 
tally  misunderstood  the  meaning  of  those 
who  favor  consolidation  of  the  boards.  1  am 
writing  this  word  of.  explanation. 

The  trouble  is  not  with  the  boards;  the 
trouble  is  with  the  machinery  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  Over  and  over 
again  I  have  said  publicly  and  privately  that 
the  boards  have  done  the  beat  work  possible 
under  the  conditions.  The  wonder  is  that 
they  have  succeeded  so  well. 

I  he  Southern  Baptist  Convention  now  has 
a  triple  management  of  its  affairs.  All 
thinking  men  know  that  a  dual  administra¬ 
tion  is  fatal,  and  history  fails  to  record  a 
highly  successful  organization  that  has  more 
than  one  management  one  head. 

I  he  Southern  Baptist  Convention  now 
has  two  mission  boards  as  far  as  collections 
are  concerned,  doing  exactly  the  same  thing. 
Two  different  groups  of  men  working  un¬ 
der  separate  authority,  doing  the  same  kind 
id  work  in  the  same  territory  among  the 
same  |>eople,  creating  their  own  competi¬ 


tion.  resulting  in  serious  friction,  and  will 
as  long  as  men  are  human.  Any  organiza¬ 
tion  that  creates  its  own  competition  instead 
of  producing  co-operation  is  headed  for  the 
rocks. 

Well  informed  Baptists  know  that  when 
the  state  conventions  and  associations  meet 
tlie  several  boards  have  at  least  a  half-dozen 
men  in  attendance  to  represent  the  objects 
fostered  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  one  man 
should,  and  could,  represent  everything  that 
Southern  Baptists  stand  for.  If  it  is  true 
that  one  man  can  only  represent  one  part  of 
the  work  then  we  are  asking  entirely  too 
much  of  the  many  pastors  who  are  now  rep¬ 
resenting  everything. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  half-dozen  men 
to  attend  the  many  associations  throughout 
the  South,  to  cover  the  work  of  the  conven¬ 
tion,  then  it  is  just  us  necessary  for  each 
church  to  have  half-dozen  pastors.  One 
pastor  to  preach  occasionally,  another  pas¬ 
tor  to  represent  foreign  missions  to  the 
church,  another  pastor  to  place  home  mis¬ 
sions  on  the  hearts  of  the  church,  and  so  on. 

My  deep  conviction  says  that  any  man 
who  is  not  big  enough  to  represent  all  of  the 
objects  fostered  by  Southern  Baptists  is  not 
big  enough  to  represent  any  one  of  them 
Big  enough  for  all,  or  big  enough  for  none 
—  that's  all.

THE  BLUE  MOUNTAIN  ENCAMPMENT 

If  the  success  of  an  encampment  is  to  be 
determined  by  whether  or  not  there  is  in 
attendance  a  great  multitude  of  people,  the 
Blue  Mountain  Encampment  was  not  a  eon 
spicuons  success.  But,  if  oil  the  other  hand, 
its  success  is  to  be  determined  bv  the  kind 
of  workers  in  attendance  ami  the  ipmlity 
of  work  done,  the  encampment  that  closed 
on  Sunday  last  deserves  to  be  ranked  among 
the  most  successful  events  of  its  kind  ever 
held  in  the  State. 

Owing  to  uncertainty  as  to  the  date  of 
the  State  Normal,  it  was  impossible  to  adver¬ 
tise  the  encampment  sn  thoroughly  ns  has 
heretofore  been  the  ease,  and  some  difficul¬ 
ty  was  experienced  on  this  account  in  sc- 
•  uring  speakers.  But  when  the  opening  day 
arrived  an  array  of  talent  had  been  secured 
that  made  certain  a  great  week,  and  in  spite 
of  the  storm  that  prevailed  during  the  last 
three  days  of  the  week,  a  splendid  crowd 
was  in  constant  attendance. 

Much  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  class 
work.  It  was  evident  that  those  who  came 
<  xpectcd  a  week  (d  inspiration  and  study. 
Both  features  were  provided  in  abundance, 
but  especially  the  study.  Definite  work  was 
offered  in  Sunday  School  study,  in  B.  Y.  I’. 

I  training,  in  mission  classes,  and  in  worn 
an  s  work,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  see  the 
lull  classes  under  each  of  the  instructors 
from  day  to  day. 

Dr.  1*.  K  Burroughs  taught  a  large  class 
in  “Winning  to  Christ.”  Dr.  Burroughs  is 
the  author  of  this  splen  lid  text-book,  and  of 
course  taught  it  with  authority.  Miss  Min 
nine  Brown,  of  Pontotoc,  led  in  the  study  of 
the  elementary  department  of  the  Sundav 
School,  and  her  work  alone  was  worth  at¬ 


tendance  on  the  encampment,  l’rof.  Brown 
taught  a  post-graduate  class  in  “The  Seven 
Raws  of  Teaching.”  Prof.  Brown  is  a  mas 
ter  of  practical  pedagogy,  and  those  who 
took  this  work  s|K>ke  of  his  teaching  as  a 
revelation.  .1.  Franklin  Ray.  missionary  to 
Japan  taught  a  mission  study  class  that  was 
doubly  valuable  because  of  his  experience 
and  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  field.  L.  B. 
Moseley,  Sunday  School  field  Secretary  for 
Louisiana,  taught  the  Senior  B.  Y.  P.  1 
Manual  attractively  and  effectively.  The 
Junior  B.  Y.  P.  F.  class  was  taught  by  (j.  S. 
Dobbins,  of  New  Albany,  in  the  absence  of 
W.  E.  Holcomb,  Mississippi  field  secretary. 
J.  W.  Hickerson,  Home  Board  evangelist, 
taught  one  of  the  largest  classes  of  the  en¬ 
campment  in  “Personal  Work.”  Tin-  work 
of  this  class  attracted  widespread  attention, 
and  was  one  of  the  most  helpful  features  of 
the  program.  The  Sunday  School  Normal 
Manual  was  taught  by  T.  A.  J.  Beaslc-y,  than 
whom  there  is  no  more  efficient  teacher  in 
the  State. 

Each  morning  at  eleven  and  each  evening 
at  eight  there  was  an  inspirational  hour. 
Monday  was  “Woman's  Day,”  and  the 
heart-talk  of  Mrs.  J.  F.  Ray  will  long  be  re¬ 
membered  Miss  Mallory  spoke  in  the  eve¬ 
ning,  exhibiting  pictures  of  the  Training 
School. 

Tuesday  was  “Temperance  Day.”  and  on 
this  occasion  Senator  Whittington  delivered 
a  powerful  address  an  address  containing 
facts  that  ought  to  be  known  and  understood 
in  every  community  in  Mississippi. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Burroughs.  Dr.  .1.  I.  Ayres  and 
Dr.  F.  (\  McConnell  occupied  the  inspira 
tional  hours  to  the  close  of  the  week.  Their 
messages  were  profoundly  impressive.  It 
is  doubtful  if  ever  just  such  a  combination 
of  teaching  and  preaching  has  been  gath¬ 
ered  for  a  Mississippi  encampment  ns  was 
afforded  in  these  three  men.

First,  jjhere'is  danger  of  confusion  in  the 
minds  of  tiur  people,  if  we  do  not  indeed  al¬ 
ready  hate  it.  by  reason  of  the  growing  num¬ 
ber  of  objects  of  benevolence  and  the  multi¬ 
plying  aieneies  for  securing  contributions. 
No  critiv&m  is  meant  here  because  of  the  in- 

•  reaaing  |inmher  of  objects  of  benevolence, 
nor  any  /egret  on  that  account.  It  is  hut 
•mother  ypn  of  saying  that  our  opportunities 
for  doingfgood  are  growing,  that  the  Lord  is 
trusting  i#'  with  a  larger  part  in  His  work, 
that  we  tin-  coming  to  “comprehend  with 
all  saints-  the  height  and  depth  and  length 
and  breadth,”  that  we  are  beginning  to 
"know  life  love  of  Cod  that  passeth  know  I 

•  dge  bar  he  il  from  us  to  complain  of 
the  enlarging  sphere  of  the  ministry  of 
Christ  thW’Ugh  Mis  servants.  Let  us  rather 
glory  in  It  and  awake  to  our  privilege  as 
children  of  I |od 

Hut  tli is  very  growth  and  healthy  enlarge¬ 
ment  nr,  cssitiites  a  study  of  methods  and  re 
adjust nnbt  of  "iif  plans  for  doing  the  work 
We  have  now  three  departments  of  our  mis- 
sion  work.  State,  home  hiuI  foreign  t,  and 
we  have  a  number  of  other  interests  and  in¬ 
stitutions^  hicli  make  their  appeals  separate¬ 
ly  to  our  people  and  have  their  independent 
and  unconnected  agencies  in  the  Held  or  are 
planning  for  them.  These  are  the  Educa- 
tion  ComgiiHsinn  now  working  to  pay  for 
the  buildings  at  tin-  Woman  s  College  and 
ClHrke  College  the  orphanage,  the  Judson 
Centennial-  subscriptions,  the  special  effort 
to  pay  thd  foreign  mission  debt,  the  sub¬ 
scriptions  inade  to  Mississippi  College  en¬ 
dow  incut.  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Jackson 


and  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Memphis.  Every¬ 
one  of  these  is  at  present  owing  money  which 
they  find  it  difficult  to  pay.  And  to  e very- 
one  of  them  money  is  due  on  subscriptions 
which  they  find  it  difficult  to  collect. 

We  arc  not  optimistic  enough  to  suppose 
that  any  pla.ii,  new  or  old,  is  going  to  put  us 
on  easy  street  and  relieve  us  of  the  necessity 
of  hard  work.  Work  is  what  we  are  here 
for;  hut  we  must  learn  to  work  in  such  a 
way  as  to  avoid  confusion  and  to  make  our 
work  count  for  most,  that  there  may  be  no 
lost  motion  and  wasted  energy.  The  aver¬ 
age  man  is  going  to  have  considerable  diffi¬ 
culty  in  keeping  all  these  objects  in  mind 
and  giving  them  proper  consideration.  Some 
plan  must  he  devised  by  which  he  will  come 
to  regard  them  all  as  the  Lord's  work  and 
by  which  they  will  make  their  appeal  to  him 
without  the  impression  that  they  are  in  any 
way  in  conflict  with  one  another. 

Again,  it  is  necessary  that  some  under¬ 
standing  shall  he  reached  by  which  each  one 
of  these  interests  shall  have  a  perfectly  fair 
consideration  and  a  just  proportion  of  the 
contributions  given  to  all.  Otherwise,  the  re¬ 
sult  will  depend  upon  the  personal  qualities 
of  the  agent  or  trustees  rather  than  the 
merits  of  the  cause  represented.  The  giving 
of  many  people  is  not  determined  by  mature 
thought  and  inquiry  as  to  the  merits  of  the 
object.  In  many  eases  this  is  impossible.  But 
the  giving  is  either  from  force  ot  habit  or 
upon  an  earnest  appeal  of  a  good  represent¬ 
ative.  Because  of  these  things  a  new  institu¬ 
tion,  though  equally  worthy,  may  not  get 
proper  consideration,  or  a  less  aggressive 
representative  may  not  secure  proper  recog 
nition.  These  difficulties  were  met  partially 
by  the  appointment  of  an  Education  Com¬ 
mission  to  preserve  the  balance  between  the 
schools.  Hut  we  need  some  arrangement  by 
which  the  balance  may  he  preserved  between 
all  the  interests  of  our  State  work. 

Two  things  are  suggested  that  may  afford 
relief,  if  they  can  be  worked  out.  The  con¬ 
vention  can  hv  a  good  committee  budget  all 
the  claims  of  these-  various  Institutions  and 
apportion  them  out  as  n  recommendation  to 
the  churches..  Each  church  being  urged  to 
adopt  the  plan  by  which  all  the  departments 
of  the  work  may  get  proper  consideration. 
The  other  suggestion  is  for  the  appointment 
of  an  Executive  Committee,  either  composed 
ot  representatives  from  all  our  institutions, 
or  -one  before  whom  these  representatives 
may  come  to  present  their  claims  This  com¬ 
mittee  to  make  recommendations  to  the  con¬ 
vention  and  to  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  con¬ 
vention.  Brethren  had  just  as  well  get  to 
thinking  aad  get  together  for  some  plans 
that  will  push  the  work  vigorously,  harmon¬ 
iously  and  proportionately. 

THE  REWARDS  OF  LIBERALITY. 

In  following  the  course  of  Paul's  instruc¬ 
tions  to  the  Corinthians  about  giving,  the 
last  point  he  makes,  the  last  inducement 
that  hi-  proposes  is  that  giving  has  rewards 
that  are  unfailing  which  are  not  to  be  had 
by  any  other  means.  These  rewards  are 
four  in  number  and  are  enumerated  in  the 


latter  half  of  the  ninth  chapter  of  the  sc¬ 
orn!  letter. 

The  first  is  the  reward  of  liberal  returns 
in  material  things.  These  are  not  separated 
from  the  others,  but  intertwined  with  them. 
They  are  not  to  lie  separated  in  experience 
from  the  others,  for  in  that  ease  the)  might 
cease  to  be  a  blessing,  and  might  become  a 
curse.  Hut  there  can  he  no  question  that 
the  apostle  had  in  mind  material  prosperity 

in  what  he  savs  about  the  rewards  to  the 

*  * 

giver,  “He  that  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap 
also  sparingly;  and  he  that  soweth  bounti¬ 
fully  shall  reap  also  bountifully.”  lie  ap¬ 
plies  this  fundamental  law  of  nature  to  the 
matter  of  giving.  The  Old  Testament  is  pro 
lifie  of  passages  which  promise  material  re¬ 
turns  for  generous  giving,  and  so  he  quotes 
from  the  Old  Testament,  with  the  added  ex¬ 
planation.  “He  that  supplieth  seed  to  the 
sower  and  bread  for  food,  shall  supply  and 
multiply  your  seed  for  sowing.”  There 
ought  to  linger  no  doubt  in  any  mind  that 
thus  the  New  Testament  assures  to  the  man 
who  gives  that  his  gift  will  come  hack  to 
him  multiplied.  It  is  even  as  Jesus  says. 
“Hive  and  it  shall  be  given  you,  good  meas¬ 
ure  shaken  down,  running  over,  shall  men 
give  into  your  bosom.” 

Hut  (lie  returns  are  not  exhausted  in  the 
in«  reuse  of  worldly  possession.  Indeed  this 
is  hut  the  shadow;  the  substance  that  abides 
is  in  the  enlarged  spiritual  experience.  This 
enlarged  spirituality  is  first  of  all  enlarged 
liberality.  This  sounds  like  a  trap  and  a 
delusion  to  the  materialist.  It  seems  that 
you  are  mocking  him  when  you  say  that  if 
he  will  give  hi-  will  be  rewarded  with  the 
ability  and  the  disposition  to  give  more. 
Maybe  that  seems  to  him  the  very  thing 
that  lie  doesn't  want.  But  so  it  is  that  what 
once  seemed  a  hardship  to  him  has  become 
one  of  his  chief  sources  of  joy.  (living  be¬ 
comes  gladness,  and  ever  increasing  gifts 
make  an  ever  increasing  joy:  “Ye  being 
enriched  in  everything  unto  all  liberality, 
which  worketh  through  us  thanksgiving  to 
Cod.”  It  becomes  a  joy  to  give,  and  large 
givers  have  the  largest  joy.  If  you  never 
tried  it.  it  is  worth  the  experiment. 

This,  however,  does  not  exhaust  the  re¬ 
ward  of  giving;  it  is  its  beginning.  For  giv¬ 
ing  opens  the  way  to  enlarged  and  enlarg¬ 
ing  spirituality,  to  growing  spiritual  insight 
and  power  and  vision,  and  efficiency  in  ser¬ 
vice.  Think  not  this  statement  is  extrava¬ 
gant.  Bead  what  the  Book  says.  “And  God 
is  able  to  make  all  grace  abound  unto  you; 
that  ye,  having  always  all-sufficiency  in 
everything,  may  abound  unto  every  good 
work.”  Can  language  be  made  any  strong¬ 
er?  And  remember  that  it  is  given  as  the 
reward  for  liberal  giving.  Again  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  promise  that  God  will  mul¬ 
tiply  your  seed  for  sowing  is  joined  the  as¬ 
surance.  “and  increase  the  fruits  of  your 
righteousness.  ” 

There  is  hardly  room  for  doubt  that  the 
greatest  hindrance  to  the  gospel  of  Christ 
today  is  the  dead  mass  of  materialism,  the 
absorbing  of  men’s  minds  in  possessions 
that  are  measured  in  terms  of  dollars  and 
cents.  Or  to  state  it  from  the  obverse  side, 
the  greatest  opportunity  for  the  attainment 
of  spiritual  life  and  the  progress  of  tin- 
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kingdom  of  God  is  in  the  dedication  of  our 
material  possession  to  the  service  of  God. in 
ministry  to  our,  fellow  men.  There  is  noth¬ 
ing  that  would  so  kindle  the  fires  of  spir¬ 
itual  passion,  light  the  torch  of  spiritual 
vision  and  produce  righteousness  in  the 
world  and  furnish  opportunity  for  right 
eousness  in  the  giver  as  the  consecration  of 
wealth  to  God.  The  fountains  of  spiritual 
life  in  many  are  dried  up  through  love  of 
money.  The  vision  of  truth  is  obscured,  the 
understanding  of  God's  -will  is  prevented  by 
covetous  withholding  of  our  gifts.  It  was 
with  reference  to  our  attitude  toward  money 
that  Jesus  said.  “If  thine  eye  bo  single,  thy 
whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light  but  it  thine 
i  ye  he  evil,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of 
darkness.  And  if  the  light  that  is  in  thee 
be  darkness,  how  great  is  the  darkness,  lo 
get  right  on  this  money  question  will  help 
us  to  get  right  on  many  others.  It  will  be 
the  making  of  “all  grace  abound,  that  we 
having  always  all  sufficiency  in  all  things 
may  abound  unto  every  good  work.’’ 

The  last  reward  that  is  mentioned  in  this 
connection  by  Paul  is  that  of  widening  and 
increasing  the  fellowship  of  God  s  people 
in  their  common  joy  in  Him.  “For  the  min¬ 
istration  of  this  service  (giving)  not  only 
lilleth  np  the  measure  of  the  wants  of  the 
saints,  but  aboundeth  also  through  many 
'  thanksgivings  unto  God;  seeing  that  by  the 
proving  of  you  by  this  ministration,  they 
glorify  God  for  the  obedience  of  your  con¬ 
fession  unto  the  gospel  of  Christ  ,  while  they 
themselves  also,  with  supplication  on  your 
behalf,  long  after  you  by  reason  of  the  ex¬ 
ceeding  grace  of  God  in  you.  The  very 
exuberance  of  this  language  is  expression  of 
the  joy  that  is  awakened  in  other  Christian 
hearts  when  the  grace  is  revealed  in  ours. 
When  the  light  breaks  forth  on  our  faces,  it 
is  reflected  instantly  in  others.  Our  giving 
is  the  cause  of  joy  in  those  who  receive  and 
their  joy  finds  its  echo  in  our  own  souls. 
They  and  we  are  joined  in  abiding  fellow¬ 
ship  of  thanksgiving  to  God. 

The  real  joy  of  life  is  found  in  fellowship 
with  others;  the  abundance  of  life  must 
have  its  roots  in  the  widest  and  surest  fel¬ 
lowship  of  the  saints.  Only  “with  all 
saints’’  can  wc  comprehend  the  height  and 
depth  and  length  and  breadth.”  One  way, 
Jesus’  way  of  making  friends,  of  increasing 
tin*  circle  of  those  in  whom  we  live,  and  who 
afford  us  our  chief  joy  here  and  our  sure 
reward  in  the  world  to  come  is  “by  means 
of  the  mammon  of  unrighteousness,  that 
when  it  fails  they  may  receive  us  into  the 
eternal  habitations.  Giving  has  its  rewrd 
in  those  who  are  brought  thus  into  fellow¬ 
ship  with  us.  The  liberal  soul  shall  thus 
be  made  fat. 


PROHIBITION  FIGHT  STILL  ON. 


A  conference  of  citi/.ens  from  different 
parts  of  the  State,  opposed  to  the  referen¬ 
dum  on  the  liipior  laws,  was  held  at  Jack- 
son  on  July  13,  1916,  at  which  the  following 
v  as  authorized  to  he  given  out  to  the  press:

In  thus  restorting 
lo  the  courts  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the 
laws  as  they  now  stand  and  to  protect  the 
people  against  the  vicious  effects  of  the  old 
v  allon  law.  sought  to  he  brought  into  effect 
again,  the  prohibitionists  of  the  State,  and 
especially  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  have  be 
tome  responsible  for  the  sum  of  about 
$1,000.  this  amount  being  necessary  to  cover 
the  actual  expenses  of  postage  and  clerical 
work  in  meeting  the  combined  attack  of  the 
liquor  men. 

An  appeal  is  now  made  to  the  prohibition 
ists  throughout  the  State,  and  to  all  those 
who  favor  the  enforcement  of  the  liquor 
laws  ami  opposed  to  the  repeal  of  our  pres¬ 
ent  excellent  legislation,  to  make  contribu¬ 
tion  and  to  provide  a"  sum  to  meet  the  pres 
,  nt  necessities.  Very  able  and  learned  law- 
\  ers  have  generously  consented  to  give  their 
services  in  behalf  of  temperance  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  present  status  so  far  as 
the  liquor  laws  are  concerned,  and  there¬ 
fore  it  w  ill  not  be  necessary  to  provide- any 
attorneys’  fees.  Hut  there  are  other  ex¬ 
penses  incident  to  a  contest  involving  such 
momentous  issues  as  are  presented  by  this 
i  ontrovers.v,  and  therefore  we  must  have 
some  means,  and  wc  want  it  quick 

We  suggest  that  temperance  rallies  be 
held  all  over  the  State  to  make  plain  to  the 
people  the  excellence  and  righteousness  of 
the  present  law.  and  we  appeal  especially  to 
the  ministers  all  over  the  State  to  take  up 
this  good  work  and  to  organize  and  co-op¬ 
erate  with  the  good  laymen  in  every  com¬ 
munity  to  the  end  that  by  the  mighty  im¬ 
post  of  the  combined  forces  of  temperance 
end  Christianity  the  efforts  of  tin-  liquor 
dealers,  blind  tiger  keepers,  and  others  who 
would  profit  by  u  nefarious  liquor  traffic, 
may  be  defeated. 

A  special  message  will  go  out  to  the  min 
isters  and  other  prominent  persons  in  the 
State.  Responses  to  these  and  any  contri¬ 
butions  may  be  sent  to  T.  R.  Lampton,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  finance  committee.  Jackson,

others,  the  doing  of  which  would  not  only 
help  make  their  life's  burdens  lighter  and 
their  days  more  bright,  hut  would  also  help 
us.  For  instance,  I  received  a  letter  the 
other  day  among  the  many  letters  of  appre- 
•  iation  which  come  to  the  office,  from  one 
of  Mississippi's  most  honored  men  which 
brought  a  halo  of  gladness  with  it.  The 
v  riter  said.  “I  read  with  pleasure  and  with 
profit,  too,  your  ‘Principles  of  Conduct, ’ 
published  in  The  Baptist  Record,  of  the  6th 
inst.,  and  feel  like  telling  you  so.  Those 
iples  are  taught  in  Holy  Scripture,  and 
it  was  from  that  fountain  of  eternal  truth 
you  drew  from  and  formulated  them,  and 
when  thus  correlated  in  our  manner  of  think¬ 
ing,  we  grasp  them  with  ease  and  may  apply 
them  to  every-day  living.  The  writer  joins 
von  in  prayerful  desire  to  be  governed  by 
those  thought-out  principles,  and  may  Hod 
help  us,  I  pray.” 

May  we  all  catch  the  spirit  of  Brother  O. 
D.  Bowen,  of  Hulfport.  Miss.,  the  writer  of 
the  above  letter,  and  endeavor  to  encourage 
and  help  our  brethren  into  a  higher  and 
better  and  more  efficient  life  of  service.  We 
only  pass  this  way  onee.  We  meet  add  part. 
The  opportunity  to  speak  a  helpful  word  is 
given  and-  then  we  pass  on  into  eternity. 
Shall  there  be  eternal  regret  over  lost  op- 
pot  (unities,  over  eutting  words  of  Criticism, 
over  kind  things  we  thought  but  never  said? 
May  the  Isird  help  us  to  cultivate  the  spirit 
of  helpfulness  and  to  form  tho  habit  of  say¬ 
ing  kind  and  helpful  things. 

Growing  a  Missionary  Church. 

Churches  cannot  he  made  as  we  make  a 
maehiin  they  are  grown.  As  there  is  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  individual  Christian  life,  so  is 
there  progress  in  the  development  of  church 
life.  If  we  are  to  have  missionary  churches 
we  shall  have  to  grow  them  nurturing  the 
spiritual  life  implanted  in  the  members  by 
tlie  Divine  Spirit,  with  the  truth  of  Hod's 
Word.  This  requires  time,  effort  and  a  real 
teacher  of  Hod’s  Word. 

The  general  teaching  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  is  that  every  disciple  is  to  be  a  mis¬ 
sionary.  with  a  personal  obligation  to  his 
l.ord  and  to  the  lost  world  to  spread  the 
gospel.  This  personal  responsibility  ean 
never  he  merged  into  a  body,  nor  lost  in  a 
multitude  of  disciples,  so  as  to  cease  to  he 
operative.  When  merged  into  tlie  body  call¬ 
ed  the  church,  it  is  just  as  binding  as  it  was 
I  eforc,  hut  it  then  becomes,  also,  a  church 
responsibility  as  well  ns  an  individual  re¬ 
sponsibility.  This  makes  the  obligation  two¬ 
fold.  The  individual  disciple  is  not  only 
personally  obligated  to  carry  the  gospel  as 
nn  individual  into  all  the  world,  hut  as  a 
member  of  the  church  he  is  also  obligated 
to  see  that  the  church  to  whieh  he  belongs 
t  ikes  up  this  responsibility  and  becomes  a 
missionary  body. 

I  discussed  lust  week  the  pastor's  impor¬ 
tance.  1  trieil  to  show  that  he  is  not.  onlv  the 


key-man,  but  he  is  the  mail  to  whom  God 
looks  in  carrying  out  the  Hreat  Commis¬ 
sion.  Therefore,  in  growing  a  missionary 
church,  he  is  the  most  responsible  one.  The 
development  of  the  church  will  be  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  his  activities.  If  he  he  missionary, 
then  his  church  will  ultimately  become  a 
missionary  body,  or  else  he  will  be  con¬ 
strained  to  seek  a  field  for  service  that  is 
more  in  harmony  with  his  own  feeling. 

I  want  to  speuk  now  about  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  members  in  bringing  about  the 
development  of  the  church  in  missions.  It  is 
possible  for  a  church  to  make  or  mar  a  pas 
tor.  Their  way  of  thinking  about  things 
and  their  attitude  toward  things  are  going 
to  have  their  effect  upon  him  in  his  preach 
ii  g.  For  instance,  1  received  a  letter  from 
a  pastor  not  long  since,  bemoaning  the  im¬ 
possibility  of  doing  anything  in  his  church 
for  missions.  He  said  that  the  members  ab¬ 
solutely  refused  to  allow  a  collection  to  be 
taken  or  to  have  missions  preached  from 
the  pulpit.  Such  a  church  as  this  so  limits 
the  pastor  until  he  cannot  bring  the  infor¬ 
mation  to  them  necessary  for  their  develop¬ 
ment.  1  received  a  letter  from  another  pas¬ 
tor  in  which  he  said,  that  one  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  men  in  his  church  would  give  nothing  to 
missions  This  man  said  that  he  wished  he 
had  never  subscribed  to  The  Baptist  Record 
for  there  was  nothing  in  it  but  appeals  for 
money,  and  he  was  tired  of  that  kind  id' 
thing,  until  he  could  not  stand  it  any  longer 
Such  members  as  this  not  only  deny  their 
individual  responsibility,  but  they  throw  off 
the  whole  authority  of  Jesus,  nullify  the 
teachings  of  the  New  Testament  and  set  up 
their  own  opinion  independent  of  what  the 
l.ord  has  said  or  commanded.  It  is  inipossi 
hie  to  grow  a  missionary  church  where  the 
co-o|KTation  of  the  membership  is  lacking. 

There  are  many  things  that  church  mem 
l.ers  can  do  to  help  the  pastor  in  developing 
tlie  church.  First  among  these,  lie  is  to  study, 
the  New  Testament,  recognizing  that  it  is 
the  Word  of  Hod  and  that  there  is  no  appeal 
for  its  authority.  This  will  assist  the  pastor 
in  preaching.  The  reason  that  so  much  of 
the  preaching  of  today  is  “over  the  heads 
of  the  people,”  as  so-called,  is  because  the 
people  are  so  poorly  versed  in  the  Scripture 
that  they  do  not  appreciate  the  references 
made  to  the  Word  of  Hod  by  the  pastor.  It 
is  imposs:b'e  to  be  missionary  without  being 
f  rounded  in  the  faith.  It  is  impossible  to  be 
£rovnded  in  the  faith  without  a  knowledge 
.of  the  Bible.  It  is  impossible  to  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  Bible  without  being  mis 
sionary.  Now,  if  there  is  any  one  who  ques¬ 
tions  this  statement,  I  challenge  him  to  a 
test  of  its  truthfulness  Bet  him  read  faith¬ 
fully  and  conscientiously  and  prayerfully 
the  New  Testament,  thoroughly  familiari/ 
ing  himself  with  all  that  is  taught  therein 
;  ml  praying  Hod  to  lend  him  in  the  under 
standing  of  it.  and  if  he  does  not  come  to  be 
.••n  enthusiastic  missionary,  then  I  will  take 
back  the  statement  made  above. 

Another  way  in  which  the  members  can 
assist  the  pastor  in  developing  the  mission 
spirit  of  the  church  in  to  co-operate  with 
him  in  securing  information  about  the  de- 
nomination  and  its  work.  It  is  useless  to 
think  of  educating  a  people  wdio  refuse  t" 
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he  educated.  Information  can  only  he  giv- 
en  to  those  who  will  receive  it.  The  pastor 
may  urge  his  people  to  take  the  denomina¬ 
tional  paper  and  they  may  take  it  because 
of  his  urging,  but  unless  they  are  willing  to 
read  it,  it  has  no  message  for  them.  The 
same  is  true  with  reference  to  the  mission 
journals  and  also  with  reference  to  mission 
tracts.  In  Holy  Writ  it  is  said,  “My  people 
perish  for  lack  of  knowledge.”  Today 
churches  are  drying  up  spiritually  and  be¬ 
coming  o  missionary  for  lack  of  knowledge. 

I  he  |>oor  pastor  is  losing  sleep  at  nights  try¬ 
ing  to  devise  plans  whereby  he  can  arouse 
the  interest  of  his  people,  but  they  either  do 
not  attend  the  services  of  the  church,  or  if 
they  attend,,  sit  listlessly  through  the  scr- 
\iee;  they  do  not  read  the  denominational 
paper;  they  do  not  read  denominational 
tracts;  they  do  not  read  the  Bible;  they  will 
not  be  instructed.  1'ntil  our  people  are 
billing  to  receive  information,  the  problem 
o'  growing  a  missionary  church  is  all  but 
iinsolvable. 

I  hope  that  our  pastors  all  over  this  State 
will  clip  this  article  from  The  Baptist  Re¬ 
cord  and  read  it  to  their  churches  Sunday 
morning,  and.  if  possible,  get  a  show  of 
hands  on  the  members  who  are  willing  to 
co-operate  with  him  in  an  effort  to  become 
intelligent  Baptists,  for  a  well-informed  Bap¬ 
tist  is  always  a  missionary  Baptist

The  following  announcement  of  Dr.  R.  II 
1  Indnall  s  death  will  be  read  with  deep  re 
gict  and  sorrow  by  all  bis  school  mates  and 
alumni.  Dr.  Iluduall  was  one  of  the  true 
friends  of  Mississippi  College,  lie  had  kept 
in  close  touch  with  his  alma  mater  through¬ 
out  all  these  years  since  his  graduation.  I 
remember  him  well  as  a  student.  He  was 
graduated  the  first  year  I  taught  in  the  col¬ 
lege,  and  I  never  had  a  more  genial  spirit 
in  my  classes.  He  was  conscientious  and  ac¬ 
curate  in  his  work,  and  at  that  early  stage 
in  his  literary  career,  he  displayed  the  real 
siud.  nt  and  thinker.  The  following  clipping 
is  taken  from  the  Religious  Herald: 

On  Sunday  night,  June  11th,  Dr.  R.  H. 
Iluduall,  tor  eighteen  years,  professor  of 
English  in  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute, 
departed  this  life.  lie  had  been  n  patient 
sufferer  for  many  years,  but  did  all  of  his 
work  ns  usual  up  to  the  last  week  before  his  < 
death.  Even  during  these  last  few  days, 
with  great  suffering,  he  graded  all  of  his 
papers  and  finished  all  of  bis  work.

i  Ever  since  coming  to  the  V.  P.  1.,  in  1899,  1m 

i  has  taken  a  very  active  part  in  educational 
affairs  and  in  the  work  of  the  Baptist  church. 
His  informing  articles  and  stirring  addresses 
have  made  him  well  known  throughout  the 
State  and  the  South.  But  few  laymen  have 
taken  a  more  active  part  in  the  affairs  of 
•  our  denomination  than  he  did.  lb*  was  deep. 
i  ly  interested  in  every  phase  of  the  work,  but 
the  cause  which  lay  most  closely  to  bis  heart 
' vaa  Christian  education,  and  especially  the 
work  of  our  secondary  schools.  He  gave 
much  of  bis  time  and  means  to  this  noble 
cause,  and  was  greatly  disappointed  when 
these  schools  failed  to  receive  from  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  the  State  the  amount  they  so  much 
needed.  He  was  a  noble  type  of  Christian 
character.  His  humble  spirit,  friendly  and 
cordial  disposition,  bis  sympathetic  and  lib-' 
crnl  heart,  his  pure  life,  all  made  him  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  those  who  came  in  touch  with 
him.  His  devotion  to  duty,  his  systematic 
habits,  his  faithfulness  to  all  of  bis  respon¬ 
sibilities  that  made  claims  upon  bis  time  and 
tlenlN,  his  courage  under  suffering  his  in¬ 
domitable  will  power,  an-  some  of  bis  well- 
known  characteristics. 

We  shall  miss  him  in  the  church,  in  the 
community,  in  our  great  denomination.  We 
i  ee  l  such  laymen.  May  bis  spirit  kindle 
fresh  courage  in  our  hearts  for  our  tasks  and 
for  our  sufferings.

"After  Paul  Ilia. I  been  in  Corinth 
a  year  ami  a  half  his  enemies  among 
the  Jews  hadjhlm  arrested  and 
brought  before  she  proeonsul.  Gallio. 
on  the  charge  Vf  inducing  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  worship^  Cod  in  a  way  that 
was  not  reeogtijeed  by  the  law.  Gal- 
llo  was  a  brothsr  of  the  famous  Sen¬ 
eca  and  a  nuij  of  broad  views  and 
sympathies.  T§e  moment  he  learned 
the  nature  of  the  charge  he  dismiss¬ 
ed  the  case,  declaring  that  he  would 
have  nothing  t*  do  with  such  trifles 
Soon  afterwards  Paul  left  the  city. 

Apparenlly'fie  had. not  been  gone 
long  when  some  Jewish  Christians 
from  Jerusalem  came  to  Corinth  and 
undertook  to  discredit  Paul's  preach¬ 
ing  and  undermine  his  influence. 
Among  the  Jeyisb  Christians  there 
were  many  touchers,  more  Jewish 
than  Christian,  who  could  not  for¬ 
give  Paul  for  refusing  to  teach  his 
Oentlle  converts  to  observe  the  Jew¬ 
ish  rites,  and  they  never  missed  an 
opportunity  to  'make  trouble  among 
his  churches.  They  seemed  to  fol¬ 
low  him  everywhere  and  In  their 
real  to  offset  his  teaching  and  con¬ 
vince  the  Gent|le  Christians  that  he 
was  wrong,  and  'hat  they  must  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  Jewjsh  law  if  they  would 
be  saved,  they  did  not  hesitate  to  say 
anything  that  might  discredit  him  In 
their  eyes." 

Icsvgi  Tru'tiing*. 

Foolishness  ami  Power.-  In  Ifialah 
2'.»:  H.  we  read  "the  wisdom  of  their 
wise  men  shall  perish,  and  the  un 
derstanding  of  their  prudent  men 
shall  be  hid."  .  Paul  had  noted  that 
his  experiem  e  with  the  Jews  was  but 
a  fulfillment  <x  ibis  prophecy.  He 
had  noted  that  they  could  not  get 
that  prejudice^  which  would  prohibit 
their  accepting  Christ  as  the  Mes¬ 
siah.  He  noted  that  it  was  In  reality 
a  stumbling  block.  The  fart  was  that 
their  conceit ’  had  pictured  to  them 
a  Messiah  of  royal  blood  and  one  to 
serve  as  a  temporal  prince,  and  so 
they  did  not  deign  to  acknowledge 
one  so  lowly  In  birth  as  was  the  Mas¬ 
ter  They  literally  despised  Him  and 
looked  upon  Him  as  wholly  unwor-. 
thy  because  lie  had  been  hanged  on 
a  tree.  He  utterly  refused  to  grat¬ 
ify  their  whim-  In  demanding  signs. 
Ills  life  and  tforks  were  enough  for 
any  one  whoitwanted  to  know  the 
truth.  The  Creeks  could  not  un¬ 
derstand,  because  the  idea  of  a  cru¬ 
cified  Savior  was  amusing  to  them, 
and  caper lalljj  the  way  the  apostle 
set  It  forth  It  was  foolishness  to 
them,  because  the  Greeks  sought  for 
wisdom.  "They  were  men  of  wit 
and  reading  pien  that  had  cultivat¬ 
ed  arts  and  sciences,  and  had,  for 
some  ages,  been  in  a  manner  the 
very  mint  of  knowledge  and  learn¬ 
ing.  There  wps  nothing  in  the  plain 
doctrine  of  the  cross  to  suit  their 
taste,  or  hunger  their  vanity,  or 
gratify  a  curipus  and  wrangling  tem¬ 
per.  they  ei&ertained  It,  therefore, 
with  scorn  sifd  contempt." 

Wisdom  aiftl  Power. — If  the  gos¬ 
pel  was  foolishness  to  the  Greeks 
and  a  stumbling  block  to  the  Jews. 


j  yet  it  is  the  power  of  God  to  us  who 
are  saved,  and,  thank  God,  even  to 
|  those  who  have  open  hearts  to  re- 
:  i  eive  the  truth.  It  is  the  wisdom  of 
I  God.  The  regenerated  soul  has  a 
power  that  the  world  knows  not  of. 
lift  privilege  of  communing  with 
God  is  the  point  which,  other  tilings 
lieing  equal,  makes  the  difference  in 
power  over  the  unregenerate  man 
It  is  the  child  of  God  that  is  able  to 
"discern  more  glorious  discoveries  of 
God's  wisdom  and  power  in  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  Christ  crucified,  than  In  all 
llig  other  works."  Head  Isaiah  L"J: 
20,  "the  terrible  one  is  brought  to 
Daught,  and  the  scorner  Is  consum¬ 
ed,  and  all  that  watch  for  iniquity  is 
cut  off  "  In  this  we  see  bow  the 
gospel  triumphs  over  the  wisdom  of 
the  world.  In  the  simple  story  of 
the  cross  all  the  wisdom  of  men 
falls  to  naught,  and  the  scheme  of 
redemption  lies  far  out  of  the  ken  of 
worldly  wisdom  and  philosophy. 
"When  God  would  save  the  world  He 
took  a  way  by  Himself."  In  this 
(ourse  God  showed  the  greater  wis¬ 
dom,  for  the  world  by  wisdom  knew 
not  God,  so  it  pleased  God  by  the 
foolishness  of  preaching  to  save 
them  that  believe."  The  worldly- 
wise  men  cannot  understand  how  we 
live  through  one  who  died  and  how 
we  are  blessed  through  one  who  had 
been  made  a  curse.  It  is  all  a  mys¬ 
tery,  and  the  unsaved  man  must 
realize  that’Th  his  lost  condition 
there  Is  but  one  way  of  escape,  and 
that  God  is  more  willing  and  anx¬ 
ious  to  save  men  than  they  are  to  be 
saved  and  it  should  be  Impressed 
upon  the  unsaved  of  your  class,  dear 
teacher,  that  God  has  never  put  one 
In  a  condition  of  being  lost  without 
ul  the  same  time  making  a  way  for 
his  salvation.  Hut  In  addition  to  the 
Impossibility  of  Paul's  proposition, 
was  it  not  something  of  a  startling 
thing  to  call  a  few  fishermen  and 
command  them  to  disciple  the 
world?  And  yet  has  the  foolishness 
of  God  proven  to  be  wiser  than  men? 

True  Glory.— This  entire  course  of 
God  in  the  art  of  redeeming  men  Is 
admirably  fitted  up.  In  taking  the 
foolish  things  of  tho  world  to  con¬ 
found  the  wise,  God  has  taken  the 
merest  possibility  of  a  man's  laying 
any  legal  claim  to  his  having  had 
any  part  in  his  salvation,  so  that  he 
must  recognize  his  utter  dependence 
on  God  and  have  nothing  In  himself 
In  which  to  glory,  hut  that  he  should 
loam  that  the  true  glory  Is  no  where 
to  be  found  outside  of  the  Cord. 
And  Paul  claims  that  he  has  pursued 
this  very  course  In  setting  forth  the 
plan  of  salvation.  So  long  as  one 
preaches  or  teaches  and  is  willing  to 
put  the  glory  In  the  Lord,  he  is  a 
safe  man  to  follow,  but  as  soon  as 
the  preacher  or  teacher  decides  that 
it  is  all  done  through  his  own  wis¬ 
dom.  then  It  is  well  to  refuse  to  fol¬ 
low  him.  However,  we  must  recog¬ 
nize  this  fact  that  oftentimes  men 
are  doing  things  working  In  full  co¬ 
operation  with  God,  when  those 
about  him  may  not  be  wise  enough 
to  see  that  his  conduct  is  based  upon 
the  suggestions  of  God.  Men  of  this 
class  do  not  parade  their  religion 
nor  do  they  commercialize  It.
